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EDUCATION OF AGRICULTURAL 
LABOURERS. 


Mr. Fawcett did good service last week in calling attention 
to the condition of agricultural labourers in this country. 
Founding his observations upon the report of the Commis- 
sioners appointed to inquire into the conditicn of women and 
children employed in agriculture, he contended that their 
education was unsatisfactory, their wages inadequate, and their 
cottages, for the most part, unfit for habitation. The last two 
evils he admitted to be of a nature which put them beyond 
reach of Parliamentary interference ; but he argued that even 
these would, in course of time, be greatly ameliorated by sound 
educational influences. He urged upon the Government the 
duty of taking up the subject without the least avoidable delay. 
He discussed the various methods proposed by men who 
had integested themselves in the subject for ensuring to the 
children of our agricultural population a sufficient amount of 
school instruction to qualify them worthily to perform their 
part in after life. He stated his belief that the solution of 
the. great problems of the day, such as pauperism and 











drunkenness, would be found in an efficient system of ele- 
mentary education, and he thought that such a system should 
be devised and adopted without the loss of another Session. 
The subject is one beset with difficulties; but with dif- 
ficulties by no means insuperable. No doubt it is easy to 
lay out plans on paper by which every apparent obstacle to 
the school training of agricultural labourers’ children may be 
met and overcome; but, unfortunately, the realities of life do 
not—as a matter of course—conform themselves to our best- 
laid schemes. Those who, without waiting for an Act of 
Parliament, and who, consulting only the promptings 
of their own benevolent dispositions, have attempted 
to banish ignorance from among the labouring popula- 
tion on their own estates, have learned by experience 
that it is one thing to devise and superintend the seem- 
ingly likeliest means for the result they have in view, and 
quite another thing to accomplish that result. No machinery, 
however nicely organised, will suffice of itself to work out the 
intellectual elevation of the agricultural class until there is 
breathed into that class an earnest desire to make use of that 
machinery for raising itself above its present restricted and 









degraded condition. Something may be done by Legislative 
authority to compel parents to send their children to school, and 
to keep them there until they have mastered the rudiments of 
knowledge; and it is to be expected that so much as Parlia- 
ment can doin a matter of this kind it will, upon due invitation 
of the Government, consent to do; but itis not to be taken 
for granted that what the Legislature authoritatively ordains 
will compass all the ends it contemplates. In a sparse popu- 
lation whose daily wages are barely sufficient to provide them 
with the means of subsistence, whose parental instincts are 
dulled by want, and who, themselves reared in ignorance, 
seldom appreciate the benefits of education, the most formid- 
able difficulties to the successful carrying out of any 
educational scheme present themselves. Whilst, therefore, 


we are favourable to Legislative interference analogous to that 
which has already been adopted in factories and workshops, 
we are not disposed to overrate the immediate advantage tc 
be derived from it,,and fear that two or three generations 
must pass away before the young peopie of our agricultural 
population will exhibit the same amount of mental culture as 
that by which the Scotch of the same class are distinguished. 
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The first grand desideratum in the beneficent enterprise 
before us, and one which it is within the reach of Parlia- 
mentary authority to provide, is a sufficient supply of good 
schools. In number, probably, they do not fall much below 
the requisite mark, because, comparing the number of schools 
with thc number of children who are of an age to receive 
instruction, the percentage may be regarded as satisfactory. 
But the location of schools is almost as important a matter as 
the number, and it cannot be denied that in this respect much 
yet remains to be done. Still more is required, however, to 
raise the standard of the instruction given in them to a point 
of even moderate efficiency. Very few of the children in 
rural parishes continue at school after ten years of age— 
many of them not so long. They are then expected by their 
parents to work, and thereby add a shilling or two a week to 
the scanty wages out of which the subsistence of the family 
has to be provided. Thenceforward, unless the educational 
process through which a child has passed has been unusually 
thorough and the rudiments of knowledge have been 
well mastered, or unless that process is prolonged by 
attendance at a night-school, the little that has been learnt 
is very soon forgotten. It is, therefore, one of the indispens- 
able conditions of a sound system of education for the 
children of agricultural labourers that, besides having a school 
within reach, the teaching power engaged in it should be 
above, rather than below, the average quality. 

Let us suppose thus much to have been secured by legis- 
lative and administrative care. Other difficulties immediately 
present themselves. The horse has been brought to the 
water, but the problem still remains unsolved how he is to be 
made to drink. Is there any method upon which reliance can 
be placed, the application of which will reconcile the opposite 
interests in this matter of parents and children? The parents 
want the earnings of their offspring at as early a period of 
their lives as possible; the children, on the other hand, ought 
to be at schoo]. Various systems have been devised to give 
the latter the advantages to which they are rightly entitled 
without trenching too deeply on the weekly income of the 
former. The half-time system, so successful in factories, is 
found to be inapplicable to field labour. The alternate- 
day system has been tried, and has yielded successful results, 
but then it needs the contiguity of a numerous population in 
order to furnish relays of juvenile workers ; and even where 
euch is the case the weather often interrupts the regular alter- 
nation. But it does so happen that juvenile labour is not 
required all the year round. There are intervals of days, 
weeks, and even months together when it can be spared ; and 
if it could be arranged that those intervals could as nearly as 
possible be filled in with schooling most of the difficulties of 
the problem would be thereby solved. We need not despair, 
we think, of eventually compassing the end we have in view. 
The conditions to which it is subject do not necessarily pre- 
clude the possibility of achieving the result. 

The question may probably be taken up by the Govern- 
ment next Session in connection with the general scheme of 
elementary education which it has pledged itself then to 
submit to Parliament. We have such unwavering trust in 
the ability and earnestness of the Home Secretary and the 
Vice-President of the Committee of Council on Education 
that we look forward to their announcement next year of a 
matured measure, applicable to all parts of the country, rural 
as well as urban. The prejudices which once beclouded the 
question are rapidly passing away. The House of Commons, 
fairly representing in this instance the general feeling of 
the constituencies, is intent upon enforcing a sound 
system of education throughout the kingdom, quite 
irrespectively of party considerations or interests. There 
never has been a more auspicious time than the present for 
comprehensive legislation on wise and liberal principles, to 
shape our national educational agencies. There never existed, 
perhaps, so favourable an opportunity of placing the means of 
education upon the widest, surest, and most satisfactory basis. 
We fervently hope it will not be lost; and that, whatever 
may be the political accidents of this year or of next, nothing 
may occur to deprive the country of the benefits of a sound 
axd adequate system of primary education. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Parts, Thursday, July 1. 

The Emperor’s speech at the camp at Chalons has given rise to 
the custo amount of comment accorded to all the Imperial 
utterances, whether significant or insignificant. It seems that on 
this day week, on the occasion of the anniversary of the Battle of 
Solferino, Marshal in command of the Chalons camp, 
assembled all the officers and men who had taken part in the Italian 
campaign, and, uarters, presented 
them to the Emperor, ew brief common- 
place sentences which were in all probability intended to be devoid 
of any significance, but which are thought to bear indirect 
reference to the present state of political affairs in France, and, 
moreover, to te an ap hi war. But one can 
hardly underst why Europe should alarm because the 
French Emperor thinks proper to recall the triumph of the Imperial 
arms ten years ago, and to tell his soldiers always to preserve 
in their hearts the remembrance of the battles of their fathers and 
those in which they have themselves taken part, ‘‘ for the history of 
our wars,”’ said Em , “is the history of the progress of 
civilisation. You will thus maintain the military it which is 
the triumph of noble over vulgar ae. Fidelity to the standard 
is devotion to one’s country.’ year at Chalons the Emperor, 
when taking leave of the general officers in camp, told them he was 
resolved to make no because every word he uttered was likely 
to be misinterpreted. It is almost a pity that he did not preserve a 
eimilar reticence the other day. 

From Chilons the Em went to Beauvais to be t at 
the opening of the tural exhibition, and met with a splendid 
reception. In replying to an address from the Mayor, he 
his thanks for the welcome he had met with, which reminded him, 
he said, of a similar ion at Beauvais twenty years ago. 
When alluding to the objects of the exhibition, he spoke in terms 
of zeny with the agriculture, which, he trusted, 
would continue to ——— “Do rot let your confidence be 
ebaken,’’ remark -e, in conclusion, “ tranquillity will not be 
seriously disturbed. 


Before tl e excitement caysed by the speech of the Emperor at 


Chalons had subsided, Paris was occupied by a new incident, 
sufficient, in the present nervous state of the public mind, to give 
rise to any amount of speculation and comment. This was the 
rumour of the resignation of M. Schneider, President of the Corps 
Législatif, which, true enough at the time, appears to have been 
subsequently withdrawn, at the instigation of the Emperor. The 
reason why M. Schneider tendered his resignation is set forth in the 


Saturday evening. It was becanse Baron Jérome David, one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the Chamber, who was in the habit of presiding 
during M. Schneider’s ill-health, and who was regarded as one of 
the principal leaders of the Reactionary party in the Corps 
Légiaatif, ad been nominated to the rank of grand officer of the 
Legion of Honour, a step which, according to M. Schneider, alike 





affected his dignity and “had a significance, under existing cir- 
cumstances,’’ that compelled him to pray the Emperor to accept his 
resignation. The Emperor rejoined to the letter which M. Schueider 
addressed to him that the promotion of Baron Jérome David to the 
rank of grand officer of the Legion of Honour was only the just 
recompense of a career honourably filled, and had nothing of the 
character which he attributed to it, and that it had never entered 
his mind to do anything affecting M. Schneider's dignity, or to 
weaken the moral authority so necessary to him as President of the 
Legislative Body. ‘I cannot admit,’’ proceeded the Emperor, 
**that this nomination has in public opinion the significance which 
you appear to attach to it. The policy of my Government is mani- 
fested with sufficient clearness to prevent any mistake respecting it. 
After as before the elections, it will continue the work which it has 
undertaken—namely, the reconciling of strong authority with 
institutions sincerely liberal. I reckon upon your devotedness to 
aid me in the accomplishment of this task.’’ On receiving these 
assurances of the Emperor, M. Schneider at once withdrew his 
resignation. 

A considerable number of the ragamuffin class, arrested during 
the recent disturbances, have been brought to trial and sentenced 
to various short terms of imprisonment, varying from a fortnight 
toa month. Nothing whatever has transpired respecting the talked- 
of plot. Political arrests continue to be made, and all the leading 
members of Raspail’s committee are now in the prison of Mazas, 
where it is said there are upwards of seventy individuals who took 
an active part in promoting the candidatures of the “‘irrecon- 
cilables’’ at the recent elections. 

The Corps Législatif met on Monday, when the crowd assembled 
in the neighbourhood of the Palais Bourbon to see the new members 
arrive was very great. M. Bancel met with a popular ovation, and 
M. Thiers was received with a few cheers; otherwise the crowd 
preserved a decorous attitude. Most of the deputies had taken 
their seats by two o’clock ; and soon afterwards M. Rouher rose and 
explained why the Government had determined upon convoking the 
Chamber at so early a period, which was, he said, to hasten the 
verification of the elections—it is believed in order that certain 
financial measures may be brought forward with the least possible 
delay. He promised, at the ordinary session, the introduction of 
various measures calculated to meet the wishes of the country; and 
it was remarked that in what he said he was studious to utter 
nothing likely to give offence, but, on the contrary, rather to 
encourage hopes. It would seem that M. Rochefort is to be kept 
out of the Chamber, after all, as on Saturday he was condemned to 
100,000f. fine and three years’ imprisonment, with interdiction of 
civil rights for the same period, which would render his election to 
the Corps Législatif null, on the charge of having introduced copies 
of La Lanterne into France. He has written to La Réforme stigma- 
tising the proceedings as the result of a plot to keep him out of the 
Corps Législatif; and, no doubt, the matter will soon be brought 
before the Chamber. The chief editor of the Pays, M. Paul de 
Caseagnac, has just challenged M. Rochefort for something he has 
written concerning him in La Lanterne. 

On Sunday evening a balloon ascension took place on the 
Champ de Mars, under the superintendence of M. Gaston 
Tissandier, in aid of M. Gustave Lootest'e voyage to the North 
Pole. A north-easterly wind which was blowing very strong at 
the time of the ascension was exceedingly unfavourable to the 
enterprise; and a smaller balloon, named the Hirondelle, which 
should have left at the same time, was so seriously damaged that its 
ascent was rendered quite impossible. The larger one, however, 
the Pole Nord, which had been lent by M. Giffard, commenced 
the ascension a little after six, bearing along with it nine gentle- 
men, two of whom were débutant aeronauts. From an article 
by M. Tissandier published in the principal French newspapers 
we learn that the voyage was a very successful one, and that 
the deseent was made the same night without accident near 
Auneau, in the department of the Eure et Loire. The number 
of spectators present at the ascension was estimated at 170,000.

At 
the same time, I dare say that it is annoying to a man who moves 
in a limited circle, and that circle one which is never tired of repeat- 
img the same joke, to find his namesake an object of laughter for 
London. Sometimes, too, an author does indulge in a little mis- 
chief. A French dramatist revenged himself upon such of his cre- 
ditors as tyrannically made him pay his debts by introducing their 
names into his vaudevilles; but at last he went too near the 
wind, and so distinctly indicated an oppressive tailor that Sartor 
carried his wounded feelings before a tribunal, and the dramatist 
was fined. The present writer, numbers of years ago, used in a 
farce the name of a person of whom he knew nothing whatever, and 
Mr. Keeley made people laugh; but the owner behaved with great 
consideration, and wrote to say that, “‘ having heard such was the 
case, must request, as such, it might be omitted.’’ I gleaned his 
meaning, and altered the name into somebody else’s, who, I suppose, 
was not aggrieved. But all shows with what difficulty high art has 
to contend in Philistine days. 





I think that there may be one or two Americans—perhaps three— 
who do not so absolutely and entirely understand English politics as 
to make an occasional explanation fom this side of the water alto- 
gether superfluous. I have before me an American newspaper of 
recent date, in a leading article of which the editor informs his 
readers of the real reason why the aristocracy here will assent to the 
destruction of the Irish Church. The reason is St. Giles’s. What 
the British nobles fear, says the writer, is a rising in St. Giles’s;

The anniversary dinner of the St. John’s Foundation School was 
presided over, on Monday, by the Dean of Westminster, when £2500 
was collected. 

The annual distribution of prizes at Dulwich College took place, 
yesterday week, in the picture gallery of the institution, by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 

At the meeting for the distribution of prizes at Owens College, 
Manchester, held in the Townhall, yesterday week, it was announced 
that the trustees had decided to divide the Professorship of Classics.

Dr. Storrar, of the Public Schools Inquiry Commission, pre- 
sided, on Monday, it the St. Pancras Vestry-Hall, at the nineteenth 
annual distribution of prizes to the North London Collegiate School 
for Ladies. There were 200 pupils on the books, of whom forty-one 
had distinguished themselves in English, and thirteen in French. 
Five seniors and eight juniors had passed the Cambridge local 
examination, with one exception, in honours, More than sixty 
young ladies obtained prizes. 


The half-yearly meeting of the friends of the London Orphav 
Asylum was held, on Monday, at the London Tavern—Mr. Godding 
in the chair—chiefly for the election of thirty-five children into the 
asylum from a list of 165 candidates. Seventy-eight orphans were 
received into the asylum during the past twelve months, and 423 
orphans are at the present time in the asylum.

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“A deliberate endeavour to secure the endowment of the 
Roman Catholic religion in Ireland.” That is the form in 
which the organ most hostile to aristocracy describes the pro- 
ceedings of those who are favourable to the “concurrent 
system,” and we do not know that the definition is one to be 
quarrelled with, or that a statesman’s endeavour to attain a 
certain object is any the worse for being deliberate instead of 
hasty. Such would not be the opinion of Mr. Gladstone, 
whose exceeding gravity appears to have given offence, and 
who indeed might, without imitating the epigrams of Mr. 
Disraeli, or the playfulness of Lord Palmerston, remember 
that semel in anno ridet Apollo. 

The House of Lords is addressing itself to the various 
amendments which have been proposed. Lord Granville 
made a clever speech early in the first debate, and sought to 
discredit them en bloc, by adding together all the amounts of 
money proposed to be dealt with, and showin® that the 
aggregate would actually cause a deficiency in the fund. But 
this pardonable flourish of weapon was rather a display of 
fencing resources than a home thrust; the plea, if it could be 
called one, was demolished in half a dozen words. It was 
made in reply to Lord Grey, who began the discussion by 
proposing that the preamble should not, as usual, be post- 
poned. His reason was that the preamble states that the 
surplus funds shall not be employed in aid of any clergy or 
religion, and his view is that both the Catholics and the Presby- 
terians ought to be benefited by the application of part of the 
surplus for the making comfortable homes for their clergymen. 
It is matter of course that Lord Grey, who is one of the most 
honest and independent of politicians, should walk out of the 
ordinary groove and, without hesitation, attack whatever part 
of the enemy’s position appeared most defiant. His assault 
was delivered against the voluntary system. This he assails,

would lose by the utterly shabby proceeding of taking away 
the Regium Donum.

Dr. Cullen, Dr. Manning, and the Liberation Society, to lead 
an assault upon the Church of England. Lord Granville, 
sarcastic upon the horoscope which Lord Grey had drawn for 
the Prime Minister, said that it was quite impossible for the 


| Government to agree to his proposal. 


It may here be fittingly noticed that Mr. Gladstone himself 
has lost no time in throwing such cold water as lay to his 
hand upon the important amendments before the Lords. The 
Ministers dined with the Lord Mayor on Wednesday, and the 
Premier, in the course of the speech whose solemnity provoked 
the criticism we hinted at, made an opportunity of saying 
that every change proposed should have respectful considera- 
tion, but that his pledges must also be considered. One of 
those pledges was that the remaining portion of the property 
of the Irish Church, after due provision had been made for 
existing interests, should be applied for the benefit of the 
people of Ireland, but not to the maintenance of a Church or 
the support of a clergy. That covenant was tendered whea 
he was in Opposition, and he would not forget it now that he 
was in power. This Mansion House declaration will, of 
course, receive due notice and recognition in the House of 
Lords ; but it will not, probably, prevent those who think with 
Lord Grey from pressing the new endowments. 

Not for the first time in English history have bishops of 
the Church of England shown themselves ready to advance 
much further on what may be called, according to the views 
of the speaker, the road of toleration, or the road of “ infa- 
tuation,”’ than the masses have chosen to accompany them. 
We are reminded that in 1753, when it was proposed to 
naturalise the Jews, not only did the Lords carry the bill, but 
bishops spoke in its favour, and in return were hooted and 
pelted by the artisan-reformers of that day, who ultimately 
frightened the Minister into having the bill repealed. In the 
debate, which we are now briefly describing, the Bishop of 
Oxford stood up with characteristic courage for the endow- 
ment of the Catholics and Presbyterians. No one was more 
sensible than himself of the evils arising from that part of the 
teaching of the Roman Catholic Church which differs from the 
teaching of our own; but that teaching is, in its main element, 
the teaching of our common Christianity. And it was far less 
of sacrilege to take Church property, and give it for a decidedly 
religious purpose—giving manse and glebe to those who minister 
according to their light to our fellow-Christians—than to apply 
it to a secular purpose and in aid of the pockets of those who 
hold the broad lands of Ireland. The Bishop of St. David's, 
as might be expected, expressed his deep sympathy with the 
sentiments of Earl Grey. Earl Russell dwelt upon the fact 
that moral influence was especially wanted for the Govern- 
ment of Ireland, and he strongly advocated the giving manses 
and glebes. The Archbishop of Canterbury adhered to his 
disbelief in the efficacy of the voluntary principle, and was 
prepared to give his support tothe amendment of Earl Grey, or 
another in a similar direction ; and Lord Westbury gave Lord 
Grey warm support. Lord Salisbury sketched the broad 
principle that we were not to consider whether we were 
endowing truth or error, but whether we were applying money 
according to our acceptance of the trust under which we hold 
it. The question was whether it was more for the benefit of 
the people of Ireland that the money should go in support of 
priests or of lunatics, and he preferred the priests to the 
lunatics. 

Thus it will be seen that a series of the ablest and most 
eminent men of various parties unite in the “ deliberate 
endeavour."’ The finding such names as Tait, Russell, Grey, 
Salisbury, Wilberforce, Westbury, on one side is in itself a 
fact too significant to be passed over with a flippant phrase. 
They are men who can give a reason for the faith that is in 
them, and who must be listened to by the Government, even 
if Mr. Gladstone should deem that party obligations prevent 
him from accepting the compromise which is proposed, and to 
which, when he was formerly in office, on general Liberal 
principles, and not at the head of a majority pledged to a 
single issue, he would have listened with feelings more akin to 
those of his earlier life. We are merely narrating the history 
of this measure, and we speak of it only as a Parliamentary 
creation, and not in reference to first principles, because in 
the former way only will the amendments be regarded by 
the present Government. It is not a question whether it 
is right or wrong to endow Catholic priests, but it is a 
question whether the hands of the Ministry are sufficiently 
free from self-imposed shackles to enable them to manipulate 
the bill in conformity with the suggestions of the House of 
Lords. It isa question, we repeat, of party obligation. The 
nation was merely asked whether the Irish Church should be 
destroyed or not, and the answer was in the affirmative — 
nobody troubled his head about details, or inquired whether 
there were two ways of doing the thing, and half a dozen 
speeches from Mr. Gladstone at this moment would probably 
convince a large mass of intelligent constituencies that when 
they cried out for the downfall of the Church they meant 
justice to Ireland, and that meant “tenderness” to the 
Catholic priests. But we do not see that Mr, Gladstone is in 
a position to take this course. We may await—some think 
that he might have awaited—the decision of the Peers. Mean- 
time we complete the history thus far by saying that the 
preamble was postponed, and that the Archbishop, taking the 
hint in Mr. Gladstone's speech in introducing the bill, carried 
an amendment delaying the disestablishment until 1872.

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“THE QUEEN'S VIEW.” 
The subject of this fine-art Nlustration is a scene which, at least in 
a modified form, meets the eye of all travellers in Switzerland who, 
reaching Lucerne, usually radiate, so to speak, thence to divers 
accessible spots in its neighbourhood where snow-clad mountain, 
precipitous cliff, tortuous glacier, and deep blue lake present their 
varied marvels to the astonished beholder. To those who arrive on 
Swiss ground first at Lucerne no combination of objects can be 
more striking than that presented by the quaint city and the sur- 
rounding scenery. The walls of the old stronghold of the Jesuits 
still remain, and within them rise, in picturesque confusion, 
many tapering spires above the clustering dark wooden 
dwellings which are gradually being replaced by stately 
hotels, ‘‘pensions,’’ and private villas. Jonspicuous among 
the buildings is the Dom—whose deep-toned bell may be 
heard far over the lake of the four Cantons, and which at dawn 
rouses the traveller from his slumbers after, perhaps, a weary 
journey from Paris. The singular Campo Santo is thoroughly 
German in character, and its many mementos of mortality contrast 


| strangely with the blue lake—the colour and level repose of which 


form indeed a foil to the whole scene. Lower down, the Reusse 
rushes from the lake spangled by its three unique bridges, the Mill 
Briicke, the Capel Briicke, and the Reusse Briicke—the first famous 
for its paintings of the Dance of Death, and the others more or less 
decorated with mural paintings. Then, like giant warders, rise, on 
one side, 5000 ft. above the lake, the enormous mass of the 
Righi; and on the other the threatening Pilatus, 7166 ft. above 
the sea level. The summit of the latter is usually clouded; about 
its ill-omened crest are generated the storms which sweep across the 
lake; and from it frequently proceeds the muttering thunda@, 
warning the boatman and the shepherd of the coming tempest. 
Far in the distance Weggis may be discerned, from which point 
tourists generally ascend the Righi. And at the termination of 
the view is Brunnen, which forms the commencement of the bay of 
Uri, so celebrated in Swiss history, so imperishably associated with 
the name of William Tell. 

It was the spot before us, with its almost matchless prospect, 
which was selected by the Queen for a month's sojourn on her visit 
to Switzerland, the Pension Wallis being engaged for her Majesty’s 
special use. This building stands at an elevation of 500 ft. or 
600 ft. above the lake, and all the objects enumerated are embraced 
in a view from it ;—a glorious panorama, gorgeous at sunset, lovely 
at sunrise, and which, in memory of her Majesty's residence here 
and gracious benefactions, is now called, as it will doubtless be for 
ages to come, par excellence, “‘ The Queen's View."’ 





WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, June 26 :— 
In London the births of 2100 children (1080 boys and 1020 girls) 
were registered in the week. Inthe corresponding weeks of ten 
ears 1859-68 the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
tion, is 2094. 
The deaths registered in London during the week were 1381. 
It was the twenty-fifth week of the year, and the average number 
of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of popu- 
lation, 1265. The deaths in the present return exceed by 116 the 
estimated amount, and exceed by 145 the number recorded in the 
preceding week. The deaths from zyinotic diseases were 300, the 
corrected average number being 338. Twenty-three deaths from 
measles, 65 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 76 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 10 from typhus fever, 18 from enteric fever, 10 from 
simple continued fever, and 28 from diarrhwa were registered. 
One hundred and ninety-seven deaths occurred from phthisis, 
108 from bronchitis, and 64 from pneumonia. The corrected 
average number of deaths from phthisis is 174, from bron- 
chitis 72, and from pneumonia 50. One hundred and fifty-two 
permease died from diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 
from diseases of the organs of circulation. The deaths of 3

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Although the eye of the nation is still anxiously fixed on the House 
of Lords, the nation was not largely represented by ladies and 
strangers on Tuesday, when the Irish Church Bill stood for Com- 
mittee. In fact, there was a complete contrast to the scene which | 
was repeated on every night during the debate on the second | 
reading; and, notably, the feminine element was especially | 
wanting, at no time more than a dozen of the fair sex being | 
present; and only one set of diamonds was to be seen flashing and 
sparkling from the Peeresses’ Gallery. The peers assembled in good 
force, and they had a business-like look about them. A leader 
of the House on crutches when he was compelled to stand, 
and with his feet on a high cushion when he sat, is not in 
an encouraging condition for his party; and, truth to say, 
Earl Granville, who during the whole sitting was pale, and 
his features sometimes distorted from the pain of the 
“‘statesman’s malady,’’ seemed mentally influenced by a very 
natural depression. There was no fight in him; and after 
the first division, in which the Liberal peers came up in compara- 
tively scanty numbers, he intimated, rather petulantly, that he 
should not give the House much trouble in dividing. It was as 
apparent, it is presumed, to the noble Earl, as to most other folk, 
that the Opposition, having settled their little differences, and given 
up disestablishment almost to a man, the Duke of Rutland not 
counting for much, were in the humour to have their own way and | 
to carry everything they pleased. Aided by such recruits as 
Lord Grey, Lord Russell, and Lord Westbury, even the speaking 
strength of the amenders (for there are no longer any, or at least 
many, opponents) of the bill is manifestly increased. Indeed, the

Despite the desire of the leaders to get to business, and the 
pooh-pooh expression on the face of the chairman and his con- 
tinuous efforts to put a clause the moment every speaker concluded 
a sentence which faa a sound of finishing in it, there was pre- 
liminarily a decidedly full-dress debate. Not content with a 
tremendous speech the week before, Earl Grey gathered himself up

THE IRISH CHURCH BILL... 
The proceedings in Committee on the Irish Church Bill occasioned 
partial revival of the interest which characterised the recent 





povtaeted debates on the second reading of the measure, the 
enches being crowded by peers. 

Earl Granville having opened with an appeal to their Lordships 
to go at once into Committee, 

Lord Denbigh, a Roman Catholic peer, rose and made a few 
observations in defence of his co-religionists from the charge of 
indifference to the question, of caring more about the land question, 
and of regarding the bill in the light of a stepping-stone to further 
concessions. 

Lord Grey objected to*the postponement of the preamble on the 
ground that their Lordships had to decide finally whether or not 
the voluntary system should be established in Ireland, and that 
that was a point which must be settled on the preamble, which 
defined the appropriation of the surplus revenues of the Irish 
Church. He then argued against the voluntary system, contended 
that Parliament was bound to grant some portion of the surplus to 
the Presbyterians and Roman Catholics in Ireland, and suggested 
the omission from the preamble of the words prohibiting the 
disposal of the surplus for the maintenance of any Church or clergy, 
or the teaching of any religious doctrine. This he recommended as 
the best arrangement for securing religious peace in Ireland. 

Lord Granville replied that, desirable as was this object, Ministers 
did not think that the plan of concurrent endowment was now 
practicable. 

The Bishops of Oxford and St. David's both spoke in favour of 
concurrent endowment, the former explaining that an accident of 
debate eg ee poe him from gees on the sevond reading, and 
that if he had spoken he should have voted with the majority. 

Lord Cairns gave reasons against the course proposed by Lord 
Grey. Earl Russell followed on the same side. 

Lord Dalhousie defended the Free Church of Scotland against 
the strictures of the Archbishop of Canterbury, who, after an 
explanation, said that at the proper time he should be prepared to 
support either the amendments of the Duke of Cleveland or those 
of Lord Grey. 

In the subsequent discussion Lords Kimberley, Bandon, and 
Westbury, the Duke of Rutland, and Lord Salisbury took part. 
The latter, like the majority of the speakers, supported the con- 
current endowment scheme. 

Lord Grey yielded to the general expression of opinion against 
his proposition, and the preamble was tponed. 

Their Lordships then proceeded with the clauses. 

The first clause, defining the short title of the bill, was agreed to. 

On the second clause, the Archbishop of Canterbury moved an 
amendment to insert 1872 for 1871 throughout the bill ; which, 
after a short conversation, was carried, on a division, by 130 to 74. 
Their Lordships then proceeded to discuss the other provisions of 
the clause, and several amendments were proposed, and some of 
them adopted, and then the clause passed as amended. 

The third clause, relating to the appointment of commissioners, 
was also amended at the instance of the Primate, by uiring that 
the commissioners should be members of the Church of England or 
Ireland ; and Lord Monck introduced an amendment in the next 
clause, for giving the right of appeal from the decision of one 
commissioner to the three.

THE MAGAZINES. 
We are ignorant whether the new story in the Cornhill, “Sola,” 
is by Miss Thackeray ; but it is, at all events, distinguished by th¢ 
delicate observation, quiet simplicity, and gentle power, equally 
remote from feebleness and from extravagance, which are wont to 
characterise the writings of this charming authoress. It isa at 
acquisition to the periodical, which is more than can be said of Mr. 
Reade’s energetic but turbid fiction, likely to repel as many as it 
attracts. A writerfon Andrew Marvel gives a very interesting 
account of his life and the fortunes of his poems, and 
seems to have clearly established that the famous lines begin- 
ning “The spacious firmament on high "’ are not by 
him, but by Addison. There is much sound criticism, which 
will contribute to revive the memory of this excellent but neg- 
lected poet. ‘Friends in High Latitudes’’ is a lively descrip- 
tion of the Greenlanders and Esquimaux. ‘Indian Railways"’ 
lucidly sets forth the history and present condition of these great 
undertakings. The variations in cost of construction and working 
expenses are somewhat startling. ‘‘ Useless Knowledge’’ is an 
amusing lamentation, half _—_ half serious, on the multiplica- 
tion of studies and items of knowledge supposed to be indispensable 
to an educated person, and the difficulties with which authors have 
to contend through the very affluence of their materials. The 
writer might have added that these difficulties would be diminished 
if more attention were paid to conciseness of style and condensation 
of matter. Most authors—especially biographers and historians— 
seem to think they never can be long enough. 

The contents of Macmillan are varied and interesting. The 
number opens with a very fine article by Professor Seeley, the firat 
of a series on “‘ Roman Imperialism,’’ equally distinguished by its 
fine style and its grasp of the subject. ‘ Organised Work Among 
the Poor,’’ by Miss Octavia Hill, is both suggestive and deeply iu- 
teresting. Miss Yonge appears in the character of a critic, and 
does herself much credit in this new capacity. Her paper on 
‘Nursery Books of the Eighteenth Century’’ is most agreably 
written, and full of genial good sense, although somewhat tinged 
by her religious views. Dean Stanley inquires whether the Pope 
stands or sits while administering the communion, and appears to 
arrive at the conclusion that his position is a compromise between 
the two. He regards it, in so far as it is sedentary, as an interest- 
ing relic of primitive times. ‘‘A Brave Lady’’ and “‘ Estelle 
Russell’’ are continued with their usual ability. Mr. F. N. Broome’s 
verses seem to indicate that he is wsthetically a disciple of Mr. 
Swinburne. 

A large portion of Blackwood is engrossed by the same writer, if 
we are correct in conjecturing that ‘‘ A Story of Eulenburg”’ - 
ceeds from the pen that indites “‘A Year and a Day.”’ Both 
fictions are equally charming; each is distinguished by the same 
finished oe of thought and diction. hey differ, however, 
widely in their character, the latter being an experiment in the 
romantic style, while the former is a narrative of real life, only 
faintly tinged with the hues of a graceful idealism. An excellent 
review of Mr. Morris's narrative poems will, we hope, tend to 
make these masterpieces as yy as they deserve to be. The 
writer has fallen into one error by making Mr. Morris’s Argonauts 
sail up the Danube and down the Rhine. The Dneiper and the 
Vistula are the rivers intended, as is shown by the voyager's 
emergence upon ‘‘an amber-bearing coast.’’ ‘‘ Recollections of 
Lord Byron ”’ is a vehement and, as it appears to us, very incon- 
clusive vindication of his conduct to his wife. The misfortune of 
such apologies is that they generally involve the im ‘hment of 
someone else. In this instance Lady Byron is the sufferer.

among the straw, with its head nestled in the corner, it was in 
general appearance not unlike a pig. Its total length is 4ft.; of 
this the head is 11 in. and the tail 1 ft. 6in., and much the shape of 
the pigtails formerly worn by sailors, Its body is thick and cor- 
pulent, the hide tough and badger-like, and covered with a few 
short stiff hairs of a brownish colour tinged with red, The ears 
are long, measuring no less than 8 in. in length and 4 in. in width ; 
they are of a milk-white colour, and the blue veins can be seen in 
them; they are like the ears of a lop-eared rabbit fixed up- 
right. The head is long, and reminds one of a kangaroo; the 
jaws are prolonged so as somewhat to resemble one of the 
ottles in which light wines are served at table. The nose 
is not unlike that of a pig; it is directed upwards and 
forward, and the animal continually sniffs it about like a pig waiting 


other, soldered together so as to make the whole tooth mass. 
This is a form of tooth found in no other animal.’’ This Cape ant- 
eater, since it has been placed under the care of Mr. Bartlett, 
superintendent of the mol meg is fed upon minced meat, of which 
it will eat three pounds weight a day.

Judgment in the case of ‘Sheppard v- 
Phillimore and Bennett,’’ which was lately 
argued, was co Wednesday, by the Judicial 
Cc ttee.

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The operation of taking out the Bermuda floating dock is remark- 
able even in these days of gigantic enterprises. Such an under- 
taking as that of towing this enormous mass several thousands of 
miles across the Atlantic, with all the hazards from wind and wave, 
must be viewed gith some anxiety; but every possible precaution 
has been taken, @nd, if the weather be only propitious, this feat will 
be safely performed. 
The Sermete was built for the Government by Messrs. 
Campbell, Johnstone, and Co., of North Woolwich, and was 
launched from their yard in September last. It is the largest 
floating dock in the world, and is said to excel all others in sim- 
licity and ingenuity of construction, and in the superiority of its 
orm. Its dimensions are—length inside the caissons, 333 ft. ; 
length over all, 381 ft.; width inside, 83 ft. 9in.; width over all, 
123 ft. 9in.; depth, 74ft. 5in. It is divided longitudinally into 
eight water-tight compartments, each of which is subdivided into 
three smaller compartments not watertight. Tranversely the dock 
is divided into six chambers, by which means the position of the 
water can be regulated. The Bermuda was designed for docking 
within the caissons ships of the Bellerophon class when water- 
longed. By dispensing with the caissons a vessel of 8300 tons 
weight can be lifted clear of the water. This, with 8000 tons—its 
own weight—gives the Bermuda the enormous displacement of 
16,300 tons. 
Four of our largest ironclads, with several smaller vessels, have 
been detailed for the important duty of towing this dock to 
Bermuda, where, from the absence of skilled labour and the

even if the various parts were sent out, as originally proposed. The 
towing flotilla and escort consists of the following vessels :—H.M.S. 
Northumberland, 1350-horse power, Captain May; Agincourt, 
1350-horse power, Captain Aplin; Warrior, 1250-horse power, 
Captain Boys; Black Prince, 1250-horse power, Captain Gordon ; 
Terrible, 800-horse power, Commander Earle. he Lapwing, 
Helicon, Buzzard, and Medusa, despatch-vessels, are attached to 
this service. 

At five o'clock in the morning on Wednesday week the Bermuda 
was towed from Sheerness to the Nore by six tugs, two being lashed 
on each side of the dock and two towing ahead. On her arriving 
astern of the Northumberland, lines were sent from that ship to the 
Bermuda for the purpose of hauling on board the immense towing 
hawsers, which haye been specially manufactured for this occasion. 
When these were secured, the Northumberland weighed anchor 
about half-past eight o'clock, and proceeded, with the Bermuda in 
tow, through the Black Deep and Bullock Channels towards the 
Downs. The Lords of the Admir ‘ty, in the Enchantress and the 
Wildfire bearing the flag of Vice-Admiral Warren, Commander-in- 
Chief at the Nore, accompanied the flotilla to the Mouse Light, 
where they took leave, with the signal ‘‘ Good by ! health, luck, and 
fine weather !’’ the Northumberland saluting them with seventeen 
guns. At the North Foreland the tugs cast off, and the Agincourt, 


steaming ahead of the Northumberland, took her in tow. The pilots | 
having been landed at Dover, the Bermuda proceeded down Channel | 
en route for Porto Santo, in tow of the Northumberland and Agin-

mise fuel. On arriving at Funchal they will complete coal to 900 
or 1000 tons, and then proceed to Porto Santo, an island about 
twenty-five miles to the north-east of Madeira, there to await the 
arrival of the Bermuda and flotilla. With fine weather, and by the 
skill and energy of those to whom this arduous task has been con- 
fidei, we may rely upon it that the difficulties of the operation will 
be overcome, and the Bermuda safely moored in its own harbour by 
the end of August.

The latest and most taking novelty in the shape of materials for 
outdoor toilettes consists of unbleached linen of every degree 
of fineness, from plain brown holland to the finest cambric.

Many costumes have a white under skirt of either barége or some 
more silken material, and anupper skirt of some bright colour, such 
as blue, green, mauve, salmon, or pink, in poult de soie or taffeta. 
Llama fringes of a lightness appropriate to the tissue of the dress 
and lace insertions upon a ground of satin complete some of these. 
There are also pretty costumes of striped stuffs with a white or 
grey ground.

It will suffice to say that the View we engrave repre- 
sents Gallery III., the principal saloon for the — of paintings, 
which is popularly designated the “Great Room”’ ts 
superior dimensions. It corresponds to the Great Room in 
Trafalgar-square from the circumstance of the annual dinner being 
given in it, and somewhat, also, in the general character of its 
contents. It is distinguished from the other galleries not only by 
its greater spaciousness but by its richer decorations. The dado 
here is much higher, and the consoles which support the principals 
of the roof are not simply ornamented trusses but are decorated 
with winged terminal figures holding shields. Moreover, with a 
view to give this room the asi of a select salle d'honneur, the 
pictures are placed at much wider intervals; and in the choice of 
them for this gallery, we are informed, through apparently a semi- 
official medium, that a preference has been given to works by the 
Academic body and by foreign artists. Every Academician and 
Associate painter in oil is in future to be considered entitled as of 
right to one place in this artistic sanctum sanctorum. Next, the 
most eminent foreign contributors are to be admitted to share the 
honours. The remaining spaces are to be accorded to a few out of 
the thousands of native artists outside the pale of the Academy. 








THE FRENCH ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH. 


The important work of laying the third line of submarine telegraph 
cable between Europe and America has been going on steadily and 
su y during the past week. Our Illustration of last week 
showed the departure from Sheerness of the Great Eastern steam- 
ship, with the main length of cable stowed on board, to be extended 
along the bottom of the ocean from near the coast of Brittany to 
near the French isle of St. Pierre, off Newfoundland. The subject 
of an Engraving in this Number is the laying of the European 
shore end—a cable of much stronger construction—at a point of the 
French shore, named Minou, about ten miles from Brest. Next week 
we shall illustrate the joining of the shore end with the main cable. 

Minou is not far from the extremity of the promontory which 
forms the northern side of Brest Harbour, and beyond which 
the only further projection is Point St. Mathieu, the most westerly 
land of France, on the Continent, though Ushant and other 
islands lie still more to the west. The scenery of Minou 
is well displayed in the sketch taken by our Artist, Mr. Robert 
Dudley, who accompanied the Atlantic Telegraph ——- of 
1866 from Valentia, on the coast of Kerry, to Heart’s Content, in 
Newfoundland. There is a narrow, shelving, sandy beach, in a 
little bay on each side of which are huge grey crags, quite bare of 
verdure, broken with ravines, by one of which, @ pict ue little 
hollow, there is a path up to the top of the cliffs. The hills 
above are open downs, partly cultivated, partly covered with a 
low-growing ay plant, like gorse, and strewn with boulders, 
or cropping out in bits of the solid graniteyhere and there, like 
those of Dartmouth and Cornwall. There is a lighthouse, upon a 
rock which projects from the land just outside the little bay; and 
there is a small fort, with a few heavy guns on the top, looking 
down upon it. A wooden shed has been put up in the ravine, for 
the shelter of the telegraph people and their apparatus, as at Foil- 
hummerum, in Valentia Island. In this place was the shore end of the 
cable landed by the Chiltern, under command of Captain Sherard 
Osborn, early in the morning of Saturday, the 19th ult. The Hawk 
went out the day before, with the chief cable electricians from the 
Chiltern on board, and buoyed from Minou Creek in a curving 
south-westerly direction for about six miles off the land. At inter- 
vals of every two miles or so buoys with flags were dropped and 
moored, with ‘‘mushrooms”’ and some fifty fathoms chain, though 
the depth of the water was always under twenty. The course had 
to be very carefully buoyed to avoid the rocks. The actual work 
of landing the shore end was commenced at four a.m. next day. 
The weather was beautifully calm; there was hardly any surf. e 
Hawk went first, and the Chiltern with the shore end followed. The 
French steamer Soufflet also gave some assistance. after six 
the massive coil was paid out through the machinery over the stern 
of the Chiltern, and stowed away fore and aft in coils on board the 
raft. This was then towed in to the shore by a little steam-pinnace, 
which brought it within a few feet of the land. The crew then, 
both French and English, got overboard up to their necks in 
the surf, and, almost in as short a time as it takes to tell it, the 
shore end was landed and drag by main force to the 
cable-house, about a hundred or so up the little ravine. 
Here the end was secured, tested, and, of course, found ‘ect ; 
and, in less than half an hour, it was laid in the little which 
had been dug in the sand and cut in the rock to a depth of about 
two feet, and in this it was buried. At seven the Chiltern steamed 


up the buoys again. 

The Great Eastern, as was sta’ in our last, arrived next day 
(Sunday, the 20th ult.) from Portland, and the operation of 
splicing the main cable to the shore end was performed that 
night. The Great Eastern started to cross the Atlantic on Monday 
week,

THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 


A few remarks on the remaining portraits (some of the most im- 
portant 3 p= ee | been reviewed) and on sundry other 
remaining works will form the subject of the short concluding 
article to which we are now restricted. 

Taking the portraits first, there are few which equal in artistic 
quality of execution and colour Mr. Wells’s half-length of Mr. C. 
Magniac, seated sketching among his bric-i-brac, and the seated 
whole-length of Mrs. Adam Kennard (413). There are few, either, 
so chara: teristic as his portrait of Mr. Beasley (5), Lord Spencer's 
steward. In the two former, however, the head scarcely main- 
tains its due supremacy over the extremely well-painted 
accessories. Mr. Sant has very successfully copied Sir Joshua 
Reynolds in his whole-len of Mdlle. Hilda de Bunsen 
(173), with its luminous and lovely head and graceful car- 
riage of the figure; the effectiveness is, however a little 
forced. Another whole-length of ‘‘ Emily, daughter of Baron De 
Stern”’’ (394), is very good and more original; but other portraits 
by this artist are distressingly painty and careless. Mr. Poynter 
does not make a very promising début as a portrait-painter with 
his half-length of . A. Walter (269); it is grave, characteristic, 
careful, but most unfortunate in colour, and the mistake is made of 
too slightly reducing the lifesize scale. If reduction be made, it 
should be Xistin inctly appreciable ; else, as here, it will merely convey 
an im ion of the original being unnaturally diminutive. Mr. 
W. H. Hunt’s A nage, (106), a lady—evidently a a, 
loaded with presents ; his head of an elderly dame (708) testify 
to a strenuous aim at literal fidelity, carried, however, to an extreme 
which results in something so prosaic, so hard, and violent in colour- 
ing as to be certain) to the artistic impression of nature.

The vigorous Scotch school of portrait-painting is, as usual, dis- 
tinguished by the thoroughly honest truth of its representations, 
which, if sometimes too uncompromising, is infinitely preferable to 
the conventional fictions of English fashionable portraiture. Capital 
—, of the school will be found in portraits of the late Sir 
David Brewster (222), by Mr. Macbeth; Mr. W. Aitchison (446), by 
Mr. Tweedie ; Mr. W. Jackson and Mr. Binns (407), by Mr. Macnee ; 
and Mr. J. Napier (383), by Mr. J. J. Napier. Mr. Herdman, of 
this school, shows also, in the pleasant and natural whole-length of 
Lady Clinton (486), seated, sketching, how unnecessary it is in a 
landscape background to sacrifice all fidelity to open-air objects 
and effects. 

There is nothing here sweeter in sentiment and expression than 
a half-length (356), by Mr. H. Weigall, of an elderly lady in 
mourning seated by a window.

Old George Beers, whose name has been familiar for many a 
long year to the members of the Grafton and Oakley hunts, died 
very suddenly, on Saturday last, as he sat in his arm-chair.

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LITERATURE. 

Daniel Defoe: His Life and Recently Discovered Writings from 
1716 to 1729. By William Lee. (J. C. Hotten.) It is well known 
that the author of ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe ”’ was an industrious journalist 
and pamphleteer. In the busy times of English politics which 
came after the Revolution, through the reigns of William, Anne, 
and the first two Georges, till his Seath, at the age of seventy, in the 
year 1731, Daniel Foe, or De Foe, as he chose to be ed, was 
incessantly employed in writing upon all the ular topics of the 
day. His great works, the ingenious and lively romances, and the 
historical and didactic treatises, which gained him an abiding place 
in our national literature, were com in the latest years of his 
life. Since he had got into trouble with the Government, at the 
accession of George I., through being attached to the fallen 
Minister, Robert Harley, Earl of Oxford, he was supposed to have 
then finally and completely taken leave of newspaper and — 
writing. It is but the other day that a correspondence between 
him and the Secretary of State in 1718 was accidentally discovered, 
which reveals the fact that Defoe really continued, under very 
equivocal circumstances, to work on as a party journalist during 
many years. He not only wrote anonymously, but held the 
editorship of Nathaniel Mist’s Journal, an organ of the High 
Tory or Jacobite faction, while he was oa S agent 
of the Whig Ministry, and received pay from both parties 
at once; his practice was to communicate to the Secre' of 
State whatever treasonable matters came into the editor's office, 
and to consult how they might be so altered, in preparing them for 
publication, as to be rendered comparatively harmless. ‘oe him- 
self was sincerely and zealously devoted to Whig principles. Bred 


as a Dissenter in the city of London, he had joined Monmouth’s 
rebellion in his youth ; had known and served King Willi for 
whom he cherished a hearty affection ; and had suffered the pillory 
and imprisonment for his noble vindication of civil and religious 


liberty, in 1703. He had since that time been sent, as the con- 
fidential agent of a Whig Government, to help the arrangements 
for the union of Scotland with England. Noman should have been 
more free of any connection with the Tory party, which had engaged 
in the most desperate plots, under the wild direction of Henry St. 
John, Lord Bolingbroke, to set aside the Protestant succession and 
to bring in the Pretender, James, contrary to the settlement of the 
realm. But Defoe, like Swift and other able writers, had been 
seduced into the literary service of Harley, by whose apostacy and 
intrigues the characters of his dependents were seriously com- 
promised. The new Government, therefore, upon the death of 
Queen Anne, instead of clearing Defoe from blame and taking him 
into public favour, chose to use him as a trustworthy spy upon 
its enemies; and Defoe, though an honest patriot at heart, was not 
sufficiently a man of honour to refuse this degrading task. We have 
recently learnt the truth of this painful affair from his own private 
letters found in the State Paper Office in 1864; but many passages 
of his biography still remain very obscure. It is to be feared that 
the mysterious danger, which drove him from his comfortable home 
at Stoke Newington, and forced him to wander about in hiding, 
a few months before his death, was caused by the detection of some 
unjustifiable double-dealing practices in hisrelations with the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Lee, however, being animated with a genuine appre- 
ciation of Defoe’s genius and virtues—for he had some great virtues, 
with thisundeniable fault, which was partly the result of misfortune— 
has taken it upon himself to collect all the writings of his hero 
which had not identified before now, including all his contri- 
‘butions to Mist’s Journal and to Applebee's Journal, with many 
other anonymous pieces, written for periodical or occasional 

ublications. These fill two bulky octavo volumes; and the 

iography, which is ey ny by Mr. Lee with very careful and 
diligent research as to the facta, a | it makes but a clumsy 
story, occupies the wg volume. From the great diversity of 
subjects treated by Defoe, in this multitude of newspaper leading 
articles, with the shrewdness, the humour, and the vigorous 
language, which he never failed to display, we find this collection 
both instructive and entertaining. The social and domestic history 
of England in that age, the prospects of commerce, the state 
of morals and manners, and the habits especially of middle- 
class London tradespeople, to whom Defoe belonged, are 
illustrated by a variety of anecdotes; and by much gostiping 
comment which lacks the refinement of the TZatler, Spectator, 
and Guardian, but is, nevertheless, amusing. Defoe’s amazing 
industry gathered up all kinds of knowledge, by personal 
observation and inquiry, as well as by reading; and his active 
occupations as a man of business, with his frequent travels all over 
the Enotes, made him thoroughly acquainted with the ordinary 
affairs of the world. It does not seem to us that he ever actually 
wrote in the Tory journals anything of his own composition that 
was at all inconsistent with the Liberal principles which he so 
earnestly advocated elsewhere. Mr. Lee has therefore done a good 
service bo the character of Defoe by republishing this miscellany. 

The Works of the Rev. Jonathan Swift, D.D., Dean of St. 

Patrick's, Dublin. (W. P. Nimmo, Edinburgh.) A minute 
examination of this compact and well-printed volume, which is 
published at a wonderfully small price, satisfies the most critical 
reader as to the skill, taste, and judgment of the editor, Mr. D. 
Laing Purves, who is to be highly commended for his performance 
of a Sifficult task. The selection of those of Swift’s writings—after 
his matchless works of satirical romance, ‘‘ Gulliver's Travels’’ and 
*‘ The Tale of a Tub’’—which most distinctly show the character of 
the man, his sentiments and opinions, and his singular ition 
in life, could not have been more discreetly mai . The 
biographical sketch, written by Mr. Purves, is full enough of 
facts to make wift’s journal and occasional pamphlets 
easil ee with the aid of the concise introduction 
fixed to article, and the brief foot-notes here and there 
put at the bottom of the page.

(Edwards and Bult, Baker- 
street.) The title of this volume of permanent photographs, taken 
in conjunction with the names attached, will be sufficient ntee 
of its interest and value to all those desirous of information 
relating to the reputed origin of engraving in the modern sense of 
the word, and to a curious phase of fifteenth-century art. To 
collectors the importance of the book will be evident from the fact 
that about fifty of the prints (an extraordinarily large number con- 
sidering the rarity of ielli) are unique, and hitherto undescribed. 
The Marquis of Salamanca’s collection of prints, formed by the late 
Senhor José de Madrago, an eminent painter, and which was

escaped the researches of Duchesne for his ‘‘ Essai sur les Nielles,”’

A few days of brilliant weather has brought on the haymaking 
season with a rush at last, and we have seldom known it got quicker 
or better; but as a crop it bids fair to be rather light. An immense

At the Archzological Institute, on the 10th ult., Mr. O. 
Morgan, M.P., made some remarks on objects exhibited by him. 
They consisted of a quaint toothpick case, in the form of a piece of 
tallow-candle; an ivory tobacco-stopper, containing a diamond- 
pointed pencil for writing on glass windows, a practice common in 
the last century; and an ornament made for the celebration of the 
jubilee of King George III.’s reign of fifty years, a.p. 1809, to be 
worn by ladies at the balls and fétes then given. They were called 
bandeaus. Sir T. Winnington, Bart., exhibited a deed of the 
Nunnery of Lymbrook, Herefordshire, granting the parsonage of 
Clifton-on-Teme to the Rector, a.p., 1527. Attached to it was the 
seal of the house, which was hithertounknown. It had been found 
recently at Standford Court. The Earl of Amherst brought a pair 
of steel tongs, used for handling coal to light the pipe, with 
por eager rs at the side and end.

Large stone cairns crown 
the ridges of thehills, most of which have been opened, probably by 
shepherds in search of treasures. Close by the camp at Lorden- 
shaws are several rocks, with thecup and concentric ring markings 
so abundant in Northumberland, and also found in Dorset, Argyle- 
shire, and Ireland. ‘Two places of sepulture were examined on the 
north side of the Coquet upon Carrington Fell: both were cairns ; 
one with a cist and human remains, and in another a circle with a 
central hole, with the bones of a burnt body. Canon Greenwell 
and his archzological friends have commenced a series of investiga- 
tions on the Howardian Hills, in Yorkshire. 

At Fimber, in removing the old church for the site of a new one, 
a fine Norman door has been raised, and it was shown that the 
church = destroyed was not the original one, but that a larger 
and earlier one had existed there, ) peer! of Saxon date. Upon 
the floor was a large accumulation of burnt matter and molten lead. 
It is a very interesting geological feature that the foundations are 
dug to the chalk, and through the *‘ feather’’ edge of an outlier of 
second -glacial clay, which at this elevation of 400 ft. has escaped 
the Wold denudation, and which same clay is 100 ft. thick at Filey 
Brig. There is also a curious archeological feature. At the western 
end both churches have stood upon a British tumulus. At a depth of 
5 ft. below the level of the late tower, two urns—a food v and 
a drinking-cup—? ft. a with a fine flint axe, a large flake knife, 
and various chips of flint, with bones of the ox and hog, but no 
human bones, were found. Running due south was a trench con- 
taining vast quantities of animals’ bones, particularly the teeth of 
the ox. In the tumulus were a bone pin and a very large tusk of 
the wild boar, and much charcoal. 

In the Athenewn we read that “a discovery of ‘lost letters’ 
has just been made, which is of sin interest: nothing less 
curious than the su co of Charles I. with his 
friends on the eveof the battle of Naseby. The House of Commons 
printed at the time a collection of Royal letters, under the name of 
* The King’s Cabinet Opened.’ These letters were thirty-nine in 
number ; but it has always been known that, for reasons of state, a 
good many of the King’s letters were kept back. These sup- 
pressed letters are the papers recently found.’’
